PREFACE 


The present pieces were written by Mozart — with the exception of the duets No. 1, 5 
and 6 which were originally two-part piano pieces — as duets for two bassethorns in 1786. 
The bassethorn, similar in its mellow, full tone to the alto clarinet, was a favorite instru- 
ment of Mozart. It is rarely used nowadays in the orchestra. It occurs in Mozart’s Requiem 
and in his “The Magic Flute;” Richard Strauss used this forgotten instrument in his “Elek-

tra. 


The arrangement for two violins of these charming pieces is intended to make them available 
to as wide a circle of young and old violinists as possible, even those whose technique is 
not yet sufficient to play the original compositions for violin by Mozart. A technical pre- 
condition for the stylistically correct playing of a considerable number of these pieces is 
the mastering of the lightly bouncing bowing near the nut. The marking of the pieces dec! 
with fingering and bowing. Dynamic markings were — except for the few dynamic signs in 
duets No. 8 and 10 in the Urtext — not added, in order to stimulate the player to arrive 
himself through the feeling of the melody at the dynamic creation of the short pieces. This 
is also an excellent goal for lessons in which these duets are used.
